The need of something to cheer an

local weeklies scattered all over the 
country are in their way potential factors 
of civilization. They develop their local- 
ities, bring their resources before the 
public, and in a manner educate their 
readers. They are always on the side of 
the churches, the schools, progress and 
reform.

for such objects are public benefactors 
and deserve a substantial

There were no tailors' and dressmakers' 


shops in our Forefathers time- -All the 
material for clothing was of home manu- 
facture. 
The farmers raised litre .wool 


and flax, and their wives and daughters 
spun and wove it into- cloth. A tatloresi 
went from bouse to bouse with her,goose 
and big shears and cut and make the gar- 
ments for the men and boys. She earned 
twenty-five cents a day, the usual wages 
also fur a dressmaker, who was expected 
to cut and make a dress in a day. Every 
fall a shoemaker went from house to 
house with his bench and tools to make 
up a year's supply ol boots and shoes for 
the family from bides tanned on the farm 
One corner of the big kitchen was given 
up to lim for this work.

s one of the oldest trading points of the 
Hudson Bay'Company, and named after 
'Id John Jacob Astor, who at this place 
engaged in business iu connection with 
he fur company, and laid the foundation 
or the immense fortune he acquired. 
Crossing the bar, just below, is always at- 
ended with more or less danger ; only a 
hort time ago one of the coast ships got 
ground on the bar, and had to cast her 
argo overboard in order to save the vos- 
cl.

SCIENTIFIC MlIoiILi.ANY. 


For a considerable time the hope has 
eu warranted that the principle of vac- 


in.ition might soon be put into practice 


omes from Hr.izil tiiat five persons h:ne 
een "vaccinated" with the virus of yel- 
ow fever by Dr. Domingus Freire, who 
lately discovered the germs peculiar to 
this malndy. 
The strength nf the virus 


was reduced by successive cultivations in 
gelatine, and the material derived from 
the sixth generation was used for the in- 
oculations. 
The inoculated individuals 


were attacked with a mild form of b\mp- 
toins characteristic of yellow fever. 
In- 


oculated guinea pigs and rabbits had the 


ild symptoms, and were subsequently 


proof against the disease in any degree of 
virulence. 


As machines animal bodies are greatly 


superior to artificial engines. The steam 
engine, according to Mr. E. Jouffrct, is 
cipable of converting into work less than 
ten per cent, of the total energy repre- 
sented by its fuel ; the cannon gives 
seventeen per cent. ; tho human body 
twenty-one per cent. ; and the bodies of 
some of the lower animals, especially of 
insects, a much greater percentage. 


The incandescent electric light has been 


very successfully employed by London 
surgeons in performing delicate opera- 
tions upon the eye. 


A list of the reptiles and batrachians 


of Illinois, prepared by Messrs. N. S. 
Davis and F. L. llice, includes 74 species 
of the former and 32 of the latter, or 
nearly one-third of the forms found in the 
United States. 


A coating of peroxide of lead is found 


by M. C. Widtfmann to give cheap, per- 
fect and durable insulation to telegraph 
and telephone wires. 


A chronometer borrowed from the 


British Government by Major General 
Tenant has shown changes in its ruto of 
running which Imve not been produced 
by variations of temperature, but which 
prove to have been coincident with 
changes in the humidity of the atmos- 
phere. 
In rainy weather the rate has 


been considerable slower than during dry 
periods, and General Tenant supposes 
that the moisture has thinned the oil on 
the axles of the balance, reduction fric- 
tion and causing the wheel to swing 
through a larger arc. 
Another view is 


that — the chronometer not having been 
very clean — the dust and dirt about the 
axles, and not the oil, have been affected 
by the humid air. 


Dr. James Croll opposes the theory that 


the ice sheet which perpetually covers so 
large a part of Gteenlaud is a consequence 
of the elevation of the land, as no interior 
mountain range uor very high land has 
been reported. 
He regards as very 


probable the opinion, expressed by Gies- 
ccke and by Dr. Robert Brown, that the 
country is really a collection of islands 
fused together by ice. 
He also considers 


that 
the Antarctic "continent" like 


Greenland, comprises a number of rather 
low Islands, bound together by an ice- 
sheet covering an area of about 4,500,000 
square miles. 


The earth's magnetic pole, according 


to a recent lecture at Glasgow by Prof. 
Thompson, is now more than 1000 raieli 


west of the geographical pole, near the 
peniusnla of Boothia Felix, the most 
northern part of the mninland of North 
America. The magnetic pole, moving 
from a point to the eastward, reached the 
true north in 1G57. Continuing westward, 
it reached its fartherest limit in 1810. 
It is now moving eastward, and in 197C 
the maguuctic needle may be expected to 
point again due north. 


A study of Vesta in tho light of pres- 


ent knowledge laads Prof. W. M. Har- 
rington, of Ann Arbor, to infer that this 
body, the largest of the minor plsnets or 
asteroids, has a diameter of more than 
500 miles; that its power of reflecting 
light is like that of the moon, -vhicli it 
probably resembles in lacking an appre- 
ciable atmosphere and water ; that to ac- 
count for observed irregularities of its 
light we may assume that it has a very 
rough surface and rotates on its axis, the 
time of rotation being short; and that 
what is true of Vesta is likely to be true, 
with the necessary changes, of the other 
asteroids. This view 
of Vesta's size 


greatly exceeds the estimates of other 
astronomers. 
It has been supposed, in 


fact, that if all the known asteroids— 
about 240 in number—were made into a 
single planet its diameter would 'je less 
than 400 miles. 


During the last few years some curious 


discoveries have been made in France, 
and various oilier parts of the world, 
proving that trephining the skull was 
quite extensively, and often successfully 
practiced by the barbarous, ignorant and 
superstitious men of the age of polished 
stone. 
Prof. Broca finds that supersti- 


tion led to the operation, as it seems to 
"iavc been performed in cases of epilepsy 
or insanity for the purpose of opening a 
way ef escape for the confined demons 
probably supposed by those rude people 
of several thousand years ago to be the 
:ause of the disease. 
Considering the 


ilass of case, the desperate na'.urc of 
iperation, and the barbarous method of 
performing it with sharpened flints, to say 
milling of the after consequences, Dr. T. 
\ Blakcr, an English Surgeon, remarks 
hat it is wonderful that any one patient 
ecovered. Yet Dr. Pruuiercs claims to 
lave twenty skulls which were trephined 
during life, and of whicn nineteen bear 
ividence of recovery from the operation.

has to work at breaking the hardest kind 
of stone, and do it all day long. 
Already 


the horror of such an impending fate is 
making tramps scarce about .Trenton. 
We have two lime kilns at the edge of 
town, where in past winters tbe tramps 
used *to congregate in great numbers. 
Often we have raided on them there and 
taken in twenty-five or thirty at a haul in 
an evening. 
They would lie around there 


and send in a boy, a 'kid tramp' in their 
nomenclature, to beg food for them 
around town. At night they would make 
little pilferring excursions about the 
country or sleep in the fumes from the 
kilns. I wonder that they were not all 
suffocated. 
Gangs of them would stay 


there all winter. 
But since we have 


commenced calling them in for work they 
have fled from the kilns. Hardly ever 
does one venture there now, and those 
who do get away as soon as possible. 
It 


is astonishing with what rapidity intelli- 
gence of matters affecting their class 
spreads among them. I have no doubt 
that they know already, from Maine to 
Georgia, what Trenton is doing. 


"It was not solely on account of the 


tramp nuisance that such energetic sup- 
pressive measures have been inaugurated. 
Bad as that was, there was even a worse 
element than the mere tramp circulating 
about the country, in the tramp class, yet 
not properly of it. I have compared 
notes with other Chiefs of Police in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, and I find it 
beyond question that within late years a 
set of bold vagrant thieves have been 
wandering about as tramps, but really 
quite distinct from them. 
The real 


tramps ar« nearly all petty thieves, snap- 
pers-up of unconsidered trifles, ready to

So great has been the tramp nuisance 


in tlie towns and cities alons the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, between Philadelphia 
and New York, that year after year the 
Legislatures of New Jersey have been 
trying to invent new and more effective 
menus Tor restraining and modifying it, 
and local authorities hare been vainly 
wres'Jing with it. 
It hag only been re- 


cently, however, that that long felt want 
has l>een supplied. 
Tlie spirit of tlie old 


laws, at least as fur back as 1875, was 


pcHfld enough, but thpy had not proper 
enfoi cement until about six weeks ago, 
and already a great fear has spread 
among the vast army of tramps from the 
awfu. manner in which that enforcement 
comes at last in Trenton. 


Chief of Police McChcsncy, discussing 


the subject the other day, said to a re- 
porter of the New Yoik Sun : "The 
tramps have had their regular stopping 
places on the way between Philadelphia 
and New York, at Bristol,Trenton.Prince- 
ton, Vew Brunswick, Elizabeth, and Jer- 
sey City. 
All those places will probably 


adop'. the system authorized by our State 
law which we are f nergetically applying 
here. 
Already I h >ar that Camden and 


Elizabeth are prep .ring for it. 
\Ve are 


careful 
to 
discriminate 
between the 


chronic, irreclaimable tramp and the 
honest"laboring man in hard luck who its 
going from place to place] the best way 
he c in, looking for work. There are a 
great many of that latter class about now, 
the stoppage of the iron works having 
thrown a great many out of employment, 
and i.mong them are a surprising number 
of young Germans and Swiss between the 
ages of 15 and 22. more, I think, than I 
ever saw before, looking for work. On 
an average, I suppose about thirty apply 
for shelter at the police station every 
night. We examine them very carefully 
as to where they have worked, and what 
at, how long they worked, and find out, as 
far as we can, whether they tried to save 
anything from their wages, or if they 
could have done so. I am speaking now 
of men who are not self-evident tramps. 
We can tell that kind on sight as a rule. 
The honest laborer is given a ticket to a 
lodging house in Allen street, kept by the 
city. John Gerstnacker has charge of it. 
That ticket entitles th<s man to lodging 
and a breakfast of bread and coffee. 
Then he must move on. There is only 
one night's shelter given to each individ- 
ual : otherwise there would be a good 
man). The tramp «ho wants more is 
snatched before a Police Justice, who 
commits him in short order, on a commit- 
ment which recites that he 'was and is 
found wandering abroad and lodging in 
outhouses, barns, or other places, or in 
the open air, in Trenton aforesaid, and 
cannot give a good account of himself. 
Therefore I have adjudged him to be a 
disorderly person, and be is by me con- 
victed of being a disorderly person, and I 
have adjudged that he be committed to 
the county jail of Mercer county, there 
he^bi; kept at hard labor for the term of 


days.' 


"That blank will be filled in with any 


number from ten to ninety days. The 
tough, old, hardened tramp gets the 
longest time. If *Vve got to have him 
We will keep,him until he gets as tired of 
us a:i we are of him and bis kind. And 
that term 'at hard labor' is not introduced 
for :.tyle. It means just what it says, 
and that's where the trusic plays and the 
iron enters into the tramp's soul. He 


doors and uuwatched, but they lack the 
boldness for burglaries and acts of rob- 
bery with violence such as are nowadays 
frequently perpetrated by sturdy vaga- 
bonds. To get rid of these moro danger- 
ous rascaU the whole class must be driven 
out. and I rather imagine that Trenton 
has found the ,vay to do it." 


In the county jail or workhouse, as the 


Freeholders have recently made the title 
of that institution, to make even the 
sound of its name a terror to the tramp, 
Assistant Warden Yard, said : "We have 
had here at one time last winter as many 
as 120 vagrants, of whom at least ninety 
were regular tramps. But now we have 
got only twenty-two. We set them to 
work as fast we catch them—as far as we 
can--and that is frightening them away. 
Our arrangements are as yet not com- 
pleted for working them all at once, but 
they will be extensive enough to employ 
all we can get in a few weeks more. The 
fellows who are incarcerated for petty 
offences such as drunkenness and fighting, 
who belong about here, we put to sawing 
and splitting wood in the jail. But the 
regular tramps, committed as such, we 
set to breaking stone in a yard that the 
city has hired for tly purpose at the 
corner of Taylor and Clay streets. 
When 


we began working them it almost broke 
their hearts. 
They were prepared for 


miythi.ig cAtcpt Uiat. 
The dungeon, in 


total darkness day and night, with only 
bread and water to eat and drink, brought 
them to terms. 
A number of them held 


out for four (lays before they would agree 
to labor, and one chap, Charles Borsnet, 
endured the dungeon for seven days be- 
fore he weakened. 
But they had to come 


to it, or they would be in the dungeon 
yet. Trenton is part of New Jersey, and 
New Jersey stands no fooling. Come 
and see our sawyers." 


In the basement apartment of the jail 


five men were found working industri- 
ously with buck and saw, while three 
others ware splitting the wood into kind- 
ling and small stuff with axes. 
They 


wore no irons. 
Although completely 


sheltered from the wind, the place in 
which they worked had a raw, chilly at-, 
mosphere, and it was easy to believe that 
they worked pretty steadily to keep them- 
selves from freezing. 
But they were for- 


tunate by comparison with the tramps 
employed as stone breakers. 
Eight of 


them at the time of the reporter's visit 
were deemed fit to turn out for work. 
True representative tramps they were, 
filthy, unkempt) ragged, sullen, slouchy, 
down-looked. The seeming family like- 
ness among them was,increased by the 
uniformity of their only ornamentation— 
an iron ball weighing eighteen pounds, 
attacked to a heavy chain about five feet 
long, which was made fast to a shackle 
on each man's leg. 
When going between 


the stoneyard and the jail, a short chain 
is attached to each individual's legs at 
such length that he can only take a short 
step. Each iron ball had a handle to 
carry it by when the wearer moved. The 
tramps worked under an open shed, in a 
small triangular lot, breaking big chunks 
of Goat ^ ill stone into small ones for 
road mending. The Goat Hill stone is 
famous as the hardest and toughest that 
the State of New Jersey produces. 
It 


would not be more difficult to batter big 
pieces of cast iron into fragment than to 
break this peculiarly flinty and obdurate 
stone. Two keepers, armed with revol- 
vers, are constantly on guard. 


After a breakfast of a cup of coffee 


and half a loaf of bread at about 8 o'clock, 
the tramps go to the yard and pound the 
stone. At noon they go back to the jail 
and get a dinner, consisting of a meat 
stew and one-quarter of a loaf of bread. 
When it is eaten they return to their 
pounding, and continue at it until half- 
past 4 o'clock, when they are marched to 
the jail for a supper of bread and coffee. 
There is no error about their working. 
The man who pounds Goat Hill stone for 
seven and a half hours can conscientiously 
claim a day's work. But the tramp* 
show no pride in it. 
On tbe contrary, 


they show thai, they are ashamed of being 
seen at work. 


It is hardly probable that the county 


will derive any profit from tbe stone 
breaking, but a modest return in the 
wood sawing is expected, even at a price 
below that charged for kindling and small 
wood by dealers. Outside dealers charge 
twenty-five cents a barrel for kindling 
wood, delivered, in Trenton. From the 
jail it is sold at fifteen'cents a barrel, the 
purchaser to his own cartage,
